Completely abandoning all bodily and mental dharma, such as 
varna and asrama, fully surrender to Me alone. I shall liberate you 
from all reactions to your sins.

This Gitopanisad, Bhagavad-gita, the essence of all the 
Upanisads, is just like a cow, and Lord Krsna, who is famous as a 
cowherd boy, is milking this cow. Arjuna is just like a calf, and 
learned scholars and pure devotees are to drink the nectarean milk of 
Bhagavad-gita. 
ekam sastram devaki-putra-gitam 
eko devo devaki-putra eva

There need be only one holy scripture—the divine Gità sung by 
Lord $ri Krsna; only one worshipable Lord—Lord $ri Krsna; only one 
mantra—His holy names (Hare Krsna, Hare Krsna, Krsna Krsna, Hare 
Hare, Hare Rama, Hare Rama, Rama Rama, Hare Hare); and only one 
duty—devotional service unto that Supreme Worshipable Lord, Sri 
Krsna.
